Everybody knows that Paris is per- 
fect in the spring. This year, along 
with the blossoming chestnut trees 
in the Luxembourg Gardens, the 
acacias in the Bois de Boulogne, visi- 
tors will find an impressive festival 
of 20th-century symphonic music, 
opera, ballet. drama. art. and litera- 
ture, sponsored by the Congress for 
Cultural Freedom. At the Champs- 
Elysées Theatre in May the festival 
program will include performances 
of Alban Berg's opera, Wozzeck, Vir- 
gil Thomson’s Four Saints in Three 
Acts (libretto by Gertrude Stein), 
and new ballets to music of the 
French composers George Auric and 
Henri Sauguet. Igor Stravinsky will 
appear to conduct his own scores; 
and among the participating groups 
will be the Vienna State Opera, the 
Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra, the 
Chorus and Orchestra of the Acade- 
my of St. Cecilia in Rome, the Con- 
servatory and National Orchestras 
of Paris and the New York City Bal- 
let Company. The most recent devel- 
opments of the Parisian art world 
may be viewed at such cultural out- 
posts as the Galerie Maeght, 13, rue 
Téhéran, where you will find the work 
of such established masters as Miro, 
Giacometti, Braque.

In sun-drenched Miami Beach, the main object is to spend a maximum time 
out-of-doors, yet be shaded from the sun. While you want to be cooled by every 
passing breeze, you must also be protected from sudden changes of weather. 
This house, designed for Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Friedland by architect Edwin T. 
Reeder, does all of these things besides taking advantage of more than the 
usual share of tropical greenery and blue water. Facing Biscayne Bay is the 
louvered gallery you see on the opposite page. which protects it from storms 
and keeps it deliciously cool. The house (see sketch below) is long and 
luxurious and includes a large drive-in court, a playground terrace, and a 
glass-louvered garden patio. All the main rooms of the house open onto this 
patio, which also serves as an entrance. An open, screened section in its roof 
lets in sun and stars and, thanks to a natural law of suction, draws off hot 
air. Large-scaled tropical plants give the feeling of being outdoors. On the 
terrace side, the living rooms and bedrooms have entire walls of sliding 
glass panels shaded by a louvered outrigger. Each bedroom opens onto its 
own garden plot and, beyond it, to the pool. Brick, local woods, and stone, all 
of which require a minimum of refinishing. give contrasting exterior textures 
which will improve with age. The house is completely air-conditioned with 
zoned controls so that one or more sections can be closed off. The color 


scheme is brick and coral pinks, deep tropical greens, and natural wood tones.

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My house in Florida, 


or how to cope with termites, weeds, insects, and snakes 


by Philip Wylie 


ur lot was an acre of pine and palmetto 

and an acre of live oaks, weeds, vines, 

cabbage palms: jungle in short. Its eleva- 

tion was 20 feet, which is about the summit 
in Dade County, in South Florida. The sea lay 1,000 
yards to the east, the glades and swamps a few miles 
west. We wanted a house there—we three, my wife, 
my teen-age daughter, and myself. We wanted our own 
rooms, places we could leave littered by living. But we 
wanted, also, a place where we could entertain that 
could be kept neat, if not immaculate. We wanted it all 
for the lowest possible cost but we were willing to 
pay for durability. Durability is important. Too many 
South Florida houses were pretty when they were new 
a year or two ago, but now—the paint has faded, the 
stucco has peeled, the metal has rusted or corroded, 
there are termites in the floors or even in the furni- 
ture, hurricanes have ripped off a porch or a roof, 
planks have rotted, glue has come unstuck, screens 
have stained the 
walls, plaster has 
fallen, and they 
are nothing but 
dumps. What our

I. Manley supplied, as a glance at the floor plan 
(page 118) will show, was three little houses connected 
by a porch. In one of these small structures is our 
daughter's bedroom, a bath, and a guest room. Close 
the hall door to the porch and it's shut off from the 
rest of the house. Opposite, in a still smaller edifice, 
is my workroom, study, office, 
or atelier—whatever authors 
write in. The remaining 
structure has a single upstairs 
room, the master bedroom; 
it is built over a carport that 
contains a small workshop. 


In this building. also, is 


the living room, the dining 
alcove, and the kitchen. A 
tool shed makes use of a wall designed to hide the 
clothes reel, garbage cans, electric meters, and other 
such utilitarian items. 

It will be seen that we like individual privacy. 
Too much modern home design (we think) may be 
flexible but has all the privacy of a camp for displaced 
persons. Our teen-age daughter liked to entertain but 
we didn't always want to share her guests. We couldn't 


afford a living room just for her—so her bedroom is,

as air raids. When I close my door, I’m alone in the 
section of the house I inhabit.

perfectly well aware that this liking for solitude will 
be regarded as peculiar by the average citizen who, 
these days, thinks life is one long jam session and 
can't stand himself by himself. But we three are able 
to bear the strain and even seek a chance to be alone. 
now and then. We told our architect about it and she 
incorporated privacy within the walls of our house. 


It is a house built of concrete block, of brick. and 


cypress exposed, unpainted. Outside walls not covered 
with brick or cypress have been stuccoed and painted 
a hue chosen to fade without taking on a leprous look. 
The downstairs floors, terrazzo, rest on a thick con- 
crete slab and all fittings come through tight so the 
three-foot air space beneath is hermetically sealed 
and the smallest fire ant cannot find its way in from 
below. The roof, on heavy, paired, boxed rafters, has 
a thick cover of Cemesto for insulation against the 
sun and for weight—against the days of extreme wind. 
There are two fireplaces which may be in service for 
30 days one year and not at all the next. 

Here and there on a wall, we've used wallpaper; 
in 15 years of South Florida living we've never had 
trouble with the best grades, though some say it’s not 
practical. Our window screens are plastic and our 
porch screens, copper. Iron and plain steel fall apart 
like sugar, down this-a-way. Much of our furniture is 
cast aluminum. For the rest, we've bought nothing

How to terrace a hillside 


A house at the foot of a steep hill is at a double disadvantage. (1) It is hemmed 
in by the hillside; (2) its garden is constantly in danger of being washed away by 
erosion. This challenge was adroitly solved by landscape architect Mary Deputy 
Lamson in the case of the De Witt Ter Heun’s garden in Westchester County. The 
hill’s base was straightened with minor grading, dogwoods planted fifteen feet up 
the slope. Low native-stone walls replaced steep banks, opened the view to an old 
apple orchard, served as a retaining protection for the terrace and house founda- 
tions. Along the hillside base, large flat junipers were set out. Between them areas 
were planted with bulbs and ground covers of cerastium, Vinca, Sedum, myrtle. 
The perennial garden, connecting flower terrace and green path, was enclosed by 
shrubs and broad-leaved evergreens to screen out work buildings. This over-all 


plan opens up vistas, checks soil loss, adds to the Ter Heuns’ enjoyment of the view. 


Masses of bulbs give color in spring, are followed 


by brilliant summer annuals in parallel beds.

The odd-shaped plot shown in plan at the right was a difficult piece 
of land in which to create a spacious garden but landscape archi- 
tect Frederick W. G. Peck designed a tapered perspective to give 
the illusion of greater length.

pet a house today is much more than a matter of 
choosing the most attractive and useful fixtures and 
lamps. They are important, of course. But the real essential is 
a well planned, house-wide lighting system. It will enable 
you to turn your living room into a brilliant setting for a 
large party or a softly-lighted place for conversation. It will 
make your kitchen doubly efficient and inviting. It will im- 
prove the livability of your house, add lighting as glamorous 
and as constantly changing as the lighting of nature. Such 
lighting schemes are an integral and important part of the 
design of many new houses. 
3 are three basic elements to work with in designing 
an effective lighting plan. Each provides a quite distinct 
kind of light. They can be used separately but they should be 


adroitly combined. They are technically called: (1) focal 


glow, ( ambient luminescence, (3) play of brilliants. If 
these phrases seem baflling, just glance across the page at the 
pictures of an interior that combines all three. It will give you 
a notion of how such a variety of light can define and enhance 
an interior at night. In this case it also enhances outdoor space 
because the lighted trees attract your eyes outdoors. It makes 
the glass transparent and creates a night picture for the win- 
dows. (1) Focal glow. This kind of illumination may be 
more familiar to you as the pool of light at your favorite 
reading chair. Think of it as a frame of light such as you 
see radiating from a campfire, or moving across the stage 
to call attention to an actor, or streaming in a window on 
asunny day. (2) Ambient luminescence. This is over-all light.

the top edge of the picture. This eliminates reflected 
glare from glass or “bloom” from an oil surface, both of 
which rob a picture of color. An incandescent light source 
is better than fluorescent because our eyes have learned 


to accept its distortion.

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New perspective on GRAND OPERA : 


r. Bing, opera’s enfant terrible 


Will his palace revolution at the 


Metropolitan Opera be a bang or a bust? 


By Nelson Lansdale 


During the 15 years that Edward Johnson was Gen- 
eral Manager of the Metropolitan Opera. he remained 
z comparatively remote figure, usually seen backstage 
only at night and in evening clothes, headed for a 
star's dressing room. Not so his successor, Rudolf 
Bing. Now the stagehands say that every time they 
shift a new piece of scenery, up pops their new boss. 
This legend may be partly fantasy, but it has a solid 
basis in fact in the long hours which the new General 
Manager spends in the house, the apparently tireless 
energy with which he watches every detail of the 
Opera's complex operation, and the palace revolution 
Bing has captained in the gilded old house at Broad- 
way and 40th Street. 

Basically, his is a never-ending task of selection. 
After he decides which operas (of the nearly 80 the 
Met could present) he will stage. and how often. he 
must choose his principals from a roster of some 88 
singers. These are picked not only for vocal excellence. 
but for acting ability, suitability for the role, avail- 
ability, and (especially if the opera is to be sung in 


English) accent. 


As for the orchestra, his roster lists five regular 
conductors and nine assistant maestros from which he 


is, at least in theory, free to select one to preside over 


the pit. If an opera is to be designed or redesigned as 
four of the 1951-52 season were (Aida, Rigoletto, 
Cosi Fan Tutte, and Carmen) he may (1) turn it over 
to one of eight designers who have worked in the 
house, but who for the most part have better-paid 
assignments outside the opera, (2) call in his own 
administrator of stage departments, Horace Armistead, 
who created three major operatic productions on 
Broadway, or (3) invite a comparative newcomer like 
the distinguished painter, Eugene Berman, to try his 
hand. But even if Bing didn’t have to bother—and he 
does—with these problems, there are other headaches 
such as those raised by unions, lighting, the appear- 
ance and performance of chorus, extras, and dancers, 
and, always, the problem of the box office. 

On top of this, Bing knows that the Met is first of 
all a cultural institution which, to maintain its prestige 
and to fulfill its obligations to music-lovers. must keep 
alive works of artistic merit which have never paid 
off. and are never expected to. Beethoven’s only opera, 
Fidelio. which Bing revived last season with the dis- 
tinguished Dr. Bruno Walter in the pit, is a perfect 
case in point. A flop at its first performance (1805), 
Fidelio never satisfied Beethoven, who wrote. in all, 


four overtures for it. (Continued on page 173)

New Hampshire weavers 
create handmade rugs 


in House « Garden colors 


U' north in central New Hampshire's lake country, hand weavers in 
the town of Tilton are busily engaged in revitalizing the early 
American craft of rug making. To provide an outlet for handmade hooked 
and braided rugs, Tiltonite William R. Westwood and Mrs. Westwood 
founded the New Hampshire Homecraft Industries, opened a showroom 
for local artisans on the firs’ floor of their Colonial house. To encourage 
another homecraft project—hand-braided wool rugs, made to order in any 
desired color or size, oval or round—the Westwoods remodeled their barn 
to house the project. Remnants of wool from nearby mills are braided by 
workers in their own homes, then returned to the Westwood barn to be 
sewed into rugs. Hooked rugs, also made at home by -Tilton’s expert 
craftsmen and on view in the showroom, have exceptional quality and 
originality of design. Among these are traditional and tapestried effects, 
Others are inspired by Currier & Ives scenes. Good news to House & 
GanpEN readers is that the Westwoods are now using H&G colors as their 
color guide. They will also dye to order any special color combination 
you wish. Hooked rugs, available in specified sizes and made to order, are 
about $8.50 a square foot. Braided wool rugs, about $3.90 a square foot. 
In addition to rugs shown here, other notable hooked rug originals from 
the Homecraft Industries are “Eagle and Stars" in blue on beige;

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From Bach to Berg: 
some good music

eii most of the articles in this column are written about specific 


categories of records—i. how tunes, children’s records. operas, 


etc.—we habitually find ourselves with a number of excellent recordings 
on hand which have not been reviewed only because they did not happen 
to fit into a prescribed theme. This month we shall try to remedy this situ 
ation by bringing as many as we can to your atte ntion, First the Columbia 
recording of Wozzeck, made at last season's celebrated concert perform- 
ance in Carnegie Hall, under the direction of Dimitri Mitropoulos, The 
orchestra was the New York Philharmonic, and the soloists included 
Mack Harrell, in the title role, Eileen Farrell, and Frederick Jagel. The 
event, as you may recall, received general critical acclaim, not only 
because of the excellence of the performance, but because this extraordi- 
nary and moving work is so seldom made available to the public, Moving 
though it is, however, it needs a printed libretto if it is to be completely 
understood on records, and we do wish Columbia had seen fit to inc lude 
one in their album (SL-118). For the records themselves we have nothing 
but praise. The singing is of fine quality, at times amazing, as in the case 
of Joseph Mordino who is compelled to sing in falsetto (a feat customarily 
used for comic effects) without sounding funny. He and the rest of 


the soloists are abetted by Berg’s persuasive orchestration, which per- 


haps more than any other element, brings off the opera’s disquieting 


effect of impending madness, and imparts an aura of poetic iridescence.

house together like wire on a big hay 
bale; we know what gauge of metal 
ties the roof to the beams. And such 
knowledge gives us a feeling of se- 
curity when the hurricanes rev up to 
150 miles an hour, when trees crash, 
when oak limbs as thick as your waist 
are carried across our roof like feather 
dusters. In South Florida 
portant to understand such things:

Our porch faces south and the roof 
overhangs just enough so that the sum- 
mer sun is cut off; but the same area 
is bathed in sunshine all winter. The 
rest of the roofs overhang to keep the 
rain off; it rains, three 
inches in ten minutes. Our windows are 
wood-framed because iron rusts even 
under layers of paint and aluminum 
bends; they are “awning type” so that 
you can leave them open and drive 
to the beach in tranquillity, A squall

but awning windows 
the interior dry. If you have to close 
up your house in this region of sudden 
downpour it will feel like a steam room 
when you get back home. And being 
able to leave everything open (our li 
ing-room doors sometimes aren't shut 
for seven days in a year) makes the 
difference between fighting mold and 
not. In South Florida, mold grows on 
your plaster, wallpaper, your 
books, your shoes, even your clothes 
if you shut up your house for very long. 


your 


The usual object is to keep cool, 
even though you will need to be able to 
get warm on some winter nights. To 
keep cool, our north and west windows 
are higher than those opposite. The 
prevailing breeze is from the south- 
east. But even when no breeze stirs out- 
doors, this difference in window height, 
causing a constant escape of hot air, 
sets up a small, welcome current of air 
through the rooms. 


We built amongst the live oak 
trees and the house has an odd angle 
or two simply to spare certain trees, 
They keep it cooler in the summer; in 
winter, they fend off the occasional 
frosts—so we are able to grow orchids 
in the oaks exactly as they grow in na- 
ture. We carefully picked a spot that 
had an altitude of 20 feet. Sometimes 
an Everglades flood surges into Greater 
Miami; houses even 10 feet lower down 
than ours get wet. A few years ago, 
thousands of families who had built or 
bought homes on low ground were 
flooded out completely, for weeks. They 
went back to residences deep in muck, 
residences sometimes occupied by live 
raccoons and alligators, dead snakes, 


and drowned opossums. 


Nearly all the metal in the house 
and all its metal fixtures except enam- 
eled plumbing—as well as all the 
lamps, fire screens, and so on—are 
brass, bronze, stainless steel, alumi- 
num, magnesium, chrome on brass, or 
the like. Chrome-plated iron or steel 
pe like the foil on chewing gum. 
Even galvanized iron, unless protected, 
gives out fairly rapidly; and while it 
will suffice for interior cables, it will 
not last underground or in the air. 


In sum, the architects, builders. 
and manufacturers have found inexpen- 
sive, practical ways of living in the 


tropics—new ways that would pop the 
eyes of all the races and nationalities 
of men who have tried it heretofore. 
And when due advantage has been 
taken of those means, living in South 
Florida becomes less dangerous than 
living in other places, more healthful 
and more beautiful the year around— 
a little like living in Heaven. It smells, 
for instance, of orange blossoms and 
jasmine, all year; and it is clean—but 
really clean, We had a white living- 
room rug for years. It stayed white. 


The requisite «tricks are simple. 
A good architect who knows them 
costs no more than a bad one. A good 
builder may cost a bit extra. In Florida, 
as everywhere, it is more important to 
have a good builder than one whose bid 
is lowest, In Florida, little things tell: 
the carpenter’s extra na added 
safety factors in a roof that costs only 
a few dollars more, the quality of con- 
crete, the fitting of a window frame. 
If these are right, come hurricane or 
termite swarm, the householder can be 
quite secure, 


The people who make your South 
Florida house must he trustworthy. 
Otherwise you are liable to find your- 
self and family sitting in a high wind 
hard rain with no roof. But 
good construction is not prohibitive; 
in fact, our house cost less per foot 
than the average plain concrete-block- 
stucco bungalow being built at the 
same time. So the technical problems 
have been solved. The only unsolved 
problem is: how do you keep the pub- 
lic from being suckers? 


and a 


How do you keep them from buy- 
ing lots in the path of the floods? From 
"saving" a few dollars and then losing 
a porch? From erecting a house that 
instantly causes a million termites to 
buzz with joy? From paying out good 
money for furniture that all but “melts” 
in a climate that’s hot, humid, and 
salty? From putting in windows that 


smear the walls beneath with rust. 
From buying household gear and 


gadgets that disintegrate? Or screens 
that dissolve in rust and let in flocks 
of mosqui 


? 
es? 


Granting you save the homeowner 
from all such hazards, how do you then 
keep him from planting a tree so near 
his roof it knocks off tiles in the first 
blow? How do you prevent him from 
setting out a vine that grows through 
his walls? Or one that lies on his roof, 
collects water, and rots the thing 
through in two years—as one did for 
us? For that matter, how does the sub- 
urban homeowner get a large alligator 
out of his swimming pool when he finds 
it there, one morning? 


South Florida, as the reader can 
observe, is special. Do you know how 
to manage land crabs in your lawn, for 
instance? If you get an eight foot, 
purple snake in your woods (no fool- 
ing!) should you cherish it or destroy 
it? And suppose you live on a canal— 
and suppose you get a manatee under 
your rowboat? What then? What do 
you do (in a Bayfront house) if you 
are constantly waked up at dawn by 
playing porpois Call the cops? Or, 
suppose some pretty, wild trees in your 
lot turn out to be poisonous

Why live in such a place? People 
ask that, often. Because it’s always June. 
ase, 300 days a year and more, it’s 
the very best of June in the North. 


Because the lawn is always green and 
the flowers, the fabulous flowers of 
South Florida, bloom forever.

Art and architecture: The Museums 
of the Vatican: the Sistine Chapel, the 
Borgia Apartments, and Raphael Stan- 
ze (Raphael’s and Italian painting's 
foremost creations).

Evergreens 

Evergreens are an obvious first choice, particularly in ornamental plantings 
close to the house, The Sargent juniper, Juniperus chinensis sargenti, or 
any one of several varieties of creeping juniper, J. horizontalis, are excel- 
lent in either sun or shade, All grow comparatively slowly so it is impera- 
tive to plant them rather close together if there is immediate danger of 
soil washing away. 

The Japanese spurge, Pachysandra terminalis, is a frequently used 


ground cover, but it can do service on a low bank only when in the shade. 


Its sun-withstanding, low-growing counterpart, the common periwinkle, 


Vinca minor, grows more rapidly, puts out stems that root all along the 


bank, especially when the soil is moist. In areas where the common English 


ivy, Hedera helix, is winter-hardy, usually south of New York City, this 
vine proves useful. It does best in a slightly shaded situation where it is 
not exposed to the burning sun of late winter and early spring, The purple- 
leaved Euonymus fortunei coloratus also makes a good evergreen creeper. 
It is hardy in New England, grows more rapidly than other evergreens of 


this category, and bears deep purplish-red foliage during the greater part 
of the winter, 
The graceful, drooping leucothoe, Leucothoe catesbaei, might be use-

winter sun will not burn the foliage. In rich moist soil, this plant grows 


about three feet high with drooping branches of evergreen to semi-ever- 


| green leaves, In spring, their underside is covered with profuse masses of 


small waxy flowers similar in size and shape to those of the blueberry. 

Sandy slopes are somewhat of a problem, but the bearberry, Arctosta- 
phylos uva-ursi, native from coast to coast, is ideally suited for them pro- 
vided they are not too steep. This little ground-clinging evergreen creeper 
is hard to move, so it is best to set out sods or pot-grown plants, but it 
earns its place in this list because it endures dry, sandy soils in full sun. 
These plants are being used in large numbers along New England seashore 
highways, where other greenery could not survive. Sometimes sods of the 
lowbush blueberry, Vaccinium angustifolium, are interplanted to make a 
more interesting bank and also help the bearberry in becoming established, 
for it is a rather slow developer. The ideal way to start off this evergreen is 
to lay sods on top of well prepared soil, sift in considerable amounts of a 
light sandv soil, and then wash with water. 

Two vines might be mentioned in this group of evergreens, although 
they are truly evergreen only in the South. These are Hall's Japanese 
honeysuckle, Lonicera japonica halliana, and its hardier cousin, Lonicera 
henryi. As many travelers may have observed, Hall's honeysuckle, intro- 
duced into America 90 years ago, has become a pest in certain sections 


along the Atlantic coast. You will have noticed it if you have driven the

Inexpensive, easily moved, growing in sun or shade, in rich or poor soils, 
it has many attributes, but may easily get out of hand in a formal planting, 
Consequently it should be used with caution. 

The Henry honeysuckle has shown itself to be hardier in the North 
and not as rampant a grower. Its foliage does not take on the rich bronze 
color in late fall that marks its more vigorous relative, but it has merit in 
tidy plantings, especially where winters are too cold for Hall’s honeysuckle, 

For formal planting 
There are also some deciduous plants suitable for short banks, where a 
neat or formal appearance is desired. The rockspray, Cotoneaster hori- 
zontalis, grows three feet tall, but you can keep it lower by pruning it 
moderately now and then. Where its small-leaved branches touch the 
ground they frequently take root. The bright red berries in the fall, and 
semi-evergreen foliage, make it an attractive plant. 

Do not overlook forsythia Arnold Dwarf. Its mound-like habit of 
growth, small leaves, and ability to develop rapidly and root quickly where- 
ever its branches touch the soil, make it desirable. A bank planted with it 
would not be uniform in height, but have a mounded appearance. The 
plants would probably stay under two feet high for many years. So far, 
since its origination in 1941, it has not been known to bloom. Two yel- 
low-flowered plants do well on poor soil in full sun, and bloom in sum-

Some troublesome problems still 
lie ahead. Our population is growing 
rapidly, more rapidly than the average 
for the rest of the earth. The Mal- 
thusian principle, whereby recourse 
must be had to war, famine, and pes- 
tilence to bring population and food 
supply into equilibrium, is still in op- 
eration in many parts of the earth.

What you can do to provide good 
growing soil 


There’s a big difference between the 
approach of the practical farmer and 
the average gardener to soil problems. 
The farmer works for profit from his 
enterprise. The gardener takes his 
profit in the pleasure obtained by grow- 
ing bigger and better flowers, better- 
tasting fruits and vegetables. Even if 


the cost is several times the value of 
the produce, how can one gauge the 
pleasure of growing a fine rose, a ro- 
bust tomato, a choice pear? 


To produce quantity and quality. 
every gardener needs a soil that 
brown on top and yellow or red under- 
neath. Yellow and red colors tell us 
that a soil is porous, that excess water 
can drain away, that fresh air can fol- 
low after to take the water's place. 
Brown topsoil tells us that the yellow 
or red color has been masked by large 
amounts of black organic matter. If 
this is what you find when a hole is 
dug in your yard or garden, you will 
be able to grow almost anything in 
fruitful abundance. 


But most of us find quite different 
conditions in the soil around our houses 


and gardens, Heavy clay subsoil, de- 
rived from the excavation for the base- 
ment, may have been spread about 
over the entire area during the grad- 
ing process. |t may well be that the 
grading was done while the soil was 
wet, Heavy trucks were probably 
driven across the soil when the house 


was being built. 


If the surface of your soil is gray 
or black, it probably lacks drainage 
(except in the black-soil belt from the 
Dakotas southward). If it is sandy, 
drainage may be excessive, In either 
case you should make liberal use of 
well-rotted compost or well-weathered 
peat. These organic materials open up

hold fast to the nitrogen and mineral 
nutrients needed to keep plants grow- 
ing luxuriantly. 


A compost pile near your garden 
is well worth while. Any boarded-in 
enclosure about three feet high makes 
a handy receptacle for twigs, shrub 
trimmings, grass clippings, weeds, and 
leaves—the main ingredients required 
for the manufacture of synthetic plant 
food. Add twigs to the heap to keep 
it relatively open, and keep it moist 
but not overwet. Scatter a handful of 
lime over your compost occasionally, 
Add ‘an equal quantity of a well-bal- 
anced nutrient of the 5-10-5 type (5% 


nitrogen, 10% phosphoric acid, 5% 
potash) at intervals in between, 
An easier and equally effective sys- 


tem is to cover the soil with leaves dur- 
ing the fall, spade under the undecom- 
posed part or rake it off in the spring, 
and mix into the soil any available 
prepared organic matter, such as peat, 
dried manure, coffee grounds, or 
broken-up twigs. Grass 
clippings meet all the requirements for 
top-dressing the lawn, if you prepared 
your soil correctly at the time when 
the 


leaves and 


rass was sown, 


The only important soil test that 
needs to be made is for acidity. In 
your early-spring enthusiasm, you may 
have spread lime about your place in 


larger amounts than needed. If this 
is repeated year after year, soil be- 
comes too alkaline for most of the 


plants you want to grow. Any reliable 
soil-testing kit will tell you, through 
color changes in the solutions, whether 
or not your soil needs lime. The remedy 
for acidity is lime. for alkalinity, sul- 
phur. Use both with caution. If you 
live in a humid region, soil should be 


kept slightly acid rather than neutral 


or alkaline, 


An over-all early-spring applica- 
tion of plant food on gr 
perennial plants, and vegetable garden 
is a sound practice. Further applica- 
tions can be made later in the season, 
but apply them with care after the 
spring moisture in both soil and at- 
mosphere has been driven away by the 
summer sun. Between June and Sep-
